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DETAILED A CTION 

This office action is in response to applicant's Arguments/remarks filed on 7/1/2008. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . The IDS filed on January 17, 2006 that includes reference EP 0 946 070, is being 
considered as the copy of foreign reference EP 0 946 070 is received. 

2. Applicant's argument that the "Examiner to withdraw the finality" of the "present 
Office Action" as is "premature" because, "Claims 1-4, 6, and 7 were amended without 
narrowing " the claims limitations. Examiner did not issue finality based on narrowing 
the claimed limitations, and further, the finality of an action does not have to be based on 
and amendment that is narrowing the claimed limitations, the previous amendment to 
independent claims after the non-final action changed the scope of the claimed limitations 
by changing the " a step of determining up-transmission power using only up- 
transmission power instruction in formation from radio base stations having down-links 
of a predetermined communication quality or more, '" to "— a step of determining up- 
transmission power using only up-transmission power instruction information from radio 
base stations having down-links of at least a predetermined communication quality &f 
more, — " needed further search to meet the new change in the scope of the claimed 
limitations, therefore, the last office action was issued as the "Final" office action that is a 
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proper final action. See MPEP 706.07. 



3. Response to arguments with respect to rejected claims 1-8 under Claim Rejections-35 
USC 103(a) is moot as the applicant's arguments are convincing, therefore, the Claim 
Rejections-35 USC 103(a) with respect to claims 1-8 withdrawn.
